verified in the Parliament at Paris, where⸗ 

by are prohibited all Negotiations to bzing, oz 
cauſc to be bzought into that Kingdom, the 
D2apery of Wool oz of Silk made in England, 
on pain of Contiſcation and other great penal- 
ties; and that by fozce of that Declaration, di- 
vers Goods of great value of Engliſh Mer- 
chants there found, have been ſetzed, and are 
detained from the true Pꝛopꝛietoꝛs thereof, not- 
withſtanding ſeveral Clauſes in the Treaty be. 
tween the two Nations foz Encouraging the 
Engliſh Trade there: And being induced by 
the Gꝛounds of Common Equity and Reaſon, 
and by their own Duty, to pꝛovide foz the In- 
tereſt and good of this Commonwealth, Have 
thought 
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thought at to Enact, and be if Enacted by Au- 
thozity of Parliament, That all Wines of the 
G20wth of the Kingdom of France, o2 any Do- 
mintons belonging to the ſame, and all Ma- 
nufactures of Wool and Silk, made oz to be 
made in the Kingdom of France, oz any of the

WV Þereas divers Scandalous, Seditious 

and Libelious Pamphlets, Papers and 
Books are daily contrived , pꝛinted, _— 
an 
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and diſperſed, with ofücious care and induſtry 
by the Maltgnant party at Home and ab2oad, 
fo: the better compaſsing of their wicked ends, 
The ſubverkon of the Parliament and pꝛeſent 
Government, which they well know cannot 
with moꝛe eaſe-be attempted, then by lies and 
faiſe Suggeſtions, cunningly iuſinuated and 
ſpꝛead amongſt the People, and by maltctious 
miſrepꝛeſentation of things acted and done, to 
take off and divide their Aﬀections f: om that 
Juſt Authozity which is ſet over them fo? their 
good and ſafety, and to bꝛing a low and mean 
eſteem upon the perſons, and a ſuſpition and 
hatred upon the courſes and intentions of the

And whereas the. great numbers of 
lewd and ſcandalous pamphlets and ſeditious 
Books, have been chiefly: occaſioned by the 
multitude of pzinting-houſes, and —— ere⸗ 
cted in by plates and coꝛners, out of the eye of 
Government, contrary to the cuſtom and pꝛa⸗ 
ctice of foꝛmer times; and in that regard ſome 
further pzoviſion is held requiſite fo reſtraining 
and regulating that general exceſs and exerciſe 
of the pꝛeſs, and pꝛeventton of the ſaid Enoꝛ⸗ 
mities, It is therekoze further Enacted and 
Oꝛdained by this pzeſent Parliament, and by

unlicenſed and other ſcandalous and ſeditious 
Books, Papers, Pamphlets and Pictures, to 
the great abuſe of the Parliament, and pꝛeju⸗ 
dice of the People, Be it Enacted by the Au⸗ 
thoꝛity afozeſaid, That any two Magiſtrates 
intruſted with the Execution of this Act reſpe- 
ctively, (hall have power upon any juſt occaſion 
of ſuſpition, to grant Warrants under their 
Hands and Seals, to ſome ſufficient perſons, to 
ſearch Packs and Packets, and ſetze and bzing 
away ſuch Books, Papers and Pamphlets, to 
thole who granted the ſaid Warrants, to the 
end the penalties may be levied upon the Ok⸗ 
fenders, and diſpoſed of accoꝛding to the Tenoꝛ 
and true meaning of thts pꝛelent Act.

Officers and Soldiers of Foꝛtune, and 
other diſaffected perſong (Who Have bozn Arms 
againſt them, and adhered to the Enemp in the 
late Wars) unto the Cities of London and Wek- 
minſter,gnd other the parts adjacent;and having 
certain Infoꝛmation of many Deligns now in 
hand, endeavozed to be carried on by Cozre- 
ſpondencies with the Son to the late Tyꝛ ant, 
his Agents and Complices, and by the Conſpi⸗ 
racies of old and new Malignants, in favoꝛz of 
his pꝛetences againſt the CommonWeaith and 
pꝛeſent Government; the ſubt le Contrivers of 
which Plots may foz the effecting of the ſame, 
pꝛobably and with much eaſe make uſe of ſuch 
dangerous and dilcontented perſons now in 
and about the ſaid Cities, if ſuffered there to re⸗ 
main, Do koꝛ the pꝛevention of ſuch inconvent- 
ences and diſturbances as may thereby ariſe, 
Think fit to Oꝛder and Oꝛdain, and be it by

of late years there hath been ſad experience; Be 
it Enacted and Oꝛdained by the Authozity a- 
koꝛeſaid, That all the ſaid perſons appointed to 
depart as afozeſatd, ſhall from and after the 
Firſt day of October, One thouſand ſix hundꝛed 
and ſikkty (and all other Papiſts and other adhe- 
rents to the Enemies in the late Wars, (hall at 
02 befoze the Twentieth day of March, One 
thouſand ſir hundꝛed foꝛty nine, if they be with- 
in this Commonwealth not authoꝛtzed to ſtay 
as afozeſatd, and not reſtrained oz ſtayed, either 
by Impꝛilonment, oꝛ by ſuch icknelſs and infir- 
mity of Body as they ſhall not be able to travel.

within twenty days next after they (hall return 
into the Land, and be enlarged from ſuch Im 
pꝛilonment oꝛ reſtraint, and ſhall be able to tra- 
vel, oꝛ after their ſaid authoꝛtzed time of ſtay 
determined) repair to the place of DWelling

bon, oꝛ Where the father oꝛ mother of luch per⸗ 
ſon (hall then be dwelling, and give ſuch notice 
of their coming as is afterwards erp:eſſed , and 
(hall not at any time after paſs oz remove above 
five miles from thence, upon pain ok Impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment, and Sequeſtration ok all their Eſtates 
Real and Perſonal, as in caſe of Delinquency,

it therekoꝛe Enacted by the Authozity afozeſaid, 
That if any ſuch perſon ſo confined as afoze- 
ſaid, not having Lands, Tenements, Rents 
o Annuities of an abſolute Eſtate of Inhe⸗ 
ritance 02 Freehold, of the clear yearly value of 
Twenty Marks above all Charges, to their 
own uſe oꝛ behoof; oz Goods and Chattels in

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Commonwealth, without Licenſe of the Par⸗ 
liament, the ſaid Oath and Abjuration, En- 
tring and Reco2ding thereof, to be tn ſuch 
maner and foꝛm as ts in like caſe pꝛeſcribed by 
the Statute made in the tive and thirtieth year 
of the late Queen Elizabeth, foz confining of 
Popiſh Recuſants; That then in every ſuch 
caſe the perſon ſo offending ſhall be adjudged a 
Felon, and ſhall ſuffer and loſe as in caſe of 
Felony , Without benefit of Clergy, P2ovt- 
ded nevertheleſs, and the Councel of State 
are hereby authozi3ed to diſpoſe of any ſuch per- 
ſons laſt mentioned, befoze Abjuration, foz the 
ſervice and benefit of Foꝛeign Plantations, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt as to them ſhall ſeem meet; in which 
caſe the Abjuration ſhall be fozbozn, And it is 
further p2ovided, Oꝛdained and Enacted by 
the Authozity afozelaid, That if any of the per- 
ſons confined as ts afozeſatd, (hall be urged by 
Pꝛoces without Fraud o2 Covin, oꝛ be bound 
without Fraud oz Covin to appear in any 
of the Courts of Puſtice of this Common- 
wealth; o2 ſhall Have other neceſſary occaſion 
02 buſineſs to go and travel out of the compaſs 
of the ſaid Five Miles, That then and in every 
ſuch caſe, upon Licenſe in Wziting under the 
Hands and Seals of Four of the Juſtices of

cenſed firſt take the Engagement, of being true 
and. faithful to the Common Wealth, as it is 
now Eſtabliſhed , without a Kin g oz Houſe of 
Lo2ds ; andalſo take his oꝛ their cozpozal Dath 
befoꝛe the ſaid four Juſtices of the Peace, 02

V Hereas great complaint hath been 


made by > Freemen of the City of 
London, Traders in Butter and 
Cheeſe, of many abuſes committed in the ſale 
of thoke Commodities, thzough the covetoug 
and-fraudulent dealing of the Countrey Farm⸗ 
ers lelling by Stones, Iron wedges, pieces of 
Bick, and other unwarranted ts, cou⸗ 
trary to Law, and to the great deceit af the 
Buyer: And whereas the Firkin of weigh 


hath heretotoꝛe time out ot minde uſed to Wet 
Sixty four pounds (viz.) of Butter Fifty, 
pound, and Cask Eight pounds; and 5 
of Butter to weigh Twenty pounds (viz.) The 
pot ſix pounds, and the Butter Fourteen 
pounds; Now of late pears, though the in⸗ 
direct dealing of theſald Farmers and Pack⸗ 
ers of Butter, their Firkins of Butter are 
made to weigh but 3 pounds, ME 
pound, 
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pound, and ſome but Fifty eight pound, and 
the Cask ſeldom leſs then ten pound oꝛ twelve 
pound, and ſometimes Thirteen oꝛ fourteen 
pound weight and their Pots are made gene- 
rally to weigh Seven pound, and ſome of them 
Eight pounds, oꝛ Nine pounds weight: And 
whereas alſo many other great abuſes are by 
the ſaid Farmers and Packers committed, in 
putting up of hay Butter, and that which ts 
coꝛrupt, with good Cream Butter, to the ſpoil⸗ 
ing ok the good Butter, and to the great dam⸗ 
age, not onely of the ſaid Tradeſmen, but of 
all ſozts of people that buy and ſpend the ſame :

An Act for Sheriffs to appoint Deputies, who are to receive and 
tranſmit the Acts, Orders and Directions of the Parliament 
and Councel of State; and the reſpective Sheriffs to 
make return thereof, as they ſhall be enjoyned 
by the Parliament or Councel. 


Hereas by the Laws and Statutes 
V V now in foꝛce, ö Sheriffs of each Coun⸗ 


ty within this Commonwealth, are 

each of them to make yearly a Deputy in the 
Chancery, the Upper Bench, Common Pleas, 
and Exchequer of Reco2d, to receive all maner 
of Witts and Warrants to be delivered to 
them; viz. All ſuch W2its and Warrants as 
all be directed to the Sheriffs fo: whom ſuch 
eputy is appointed, and ſuch Sheriffs as 
ſhall do to the contrary, to incur the Penalties 
in theſe Statutes mentioned, as by thoſe Acts 
(relation thereto being had) may appear, And 
whereas the Acts and O2ders of Parliament 
which are of general concernment, ought upon 
the pzinting and publiſhing thereof to be taken 
notice of, obſerved and obeyed by all the Mem- 
bers of this Commonwealth therein intereſſed, 
accozding to the ſeveral exigencies of the ſame 
Acts and Oꝛders, which may with the moꝛt 
facility and certainty be tranſmitted to their 
knowledge, and put in execution, if like courſe 
be taken foꝛ communication thereof, as in the 
ſaid other oꝛdinarpy caſes of Wꝛits and Mar⸗ 
rants is obſerved and uſed: The Parliament of 
England taking the fame into conſideration, 
think fit to Enact and Oꝛdain, and be it by the 
uthoꝛity of the ſame Enacted and Oꝛdained, 
That all the Sheriffs of Counties within this 
Commonwealth, ſhall each of them within 
one moneth after thetr reſpective Elections to 
their ſeveral Offices, make yearly one ſufficient 
D d Deputy 
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Deputy at the leaſt, Whole Name oz Names 
ſhall be Recozded in two ſeveral Regiſters to 
be kept foꝛ that purpoſe , one of them by the 
Clerk of the Parliament, and the other of 
them by the Secretary tothe Councel of State 
fo: the time being, from time to time to receive 
and tranſmit to cach reſpective Sheriff foꝛz 
whom he oz they ſerve as Deputy , All war- 
rants, Oꝛders, Acts and Pꝛaclamations di⸗ 
rected to be ſent from the Parliament, oꝛ from 
the Councel of State appointed by their Au⸗ 
thoꝛity, to do thert with and thereupon, as they 
ſhall be Enjoyned and O2dered by the Autho- 
rity which cauſeth the ſame to be tranſmitted 
untothem; And that each Sheriff reſpectively 
ſhall make due return of all ſuch Commands, 
and how they have been executed, to the Clerk 
of the Parliament, oz Decretary to the Counz- 
cel of State, acco2dingly as he receives Oꝛders 
from. the Parliament oz Councel of State, 
which the ſald Clerk and Secretary are to 
make Entries of in their ſeveral Regiſters, as 
there ſhall be occaſion; foz want of making 
which Deputy oz Deputies, 02 due returns as 
afozeſatd, every ſuch Shertff ſhall foꝛfeit to the 
Keepers of the Liberties of England, foz the 
uſe of the Common-wealth , All ſuch Sums 
and Penalties as by the ſaid fozmer Statutes 
are Oꝛdained againſt Sheriffs, who neglect 
to make Deputies in the ſaid Courts of Reco2d 
at Weſtminſter, to be pꝛoſecuted and Recovered 
by the Attozney-General foz the Common- 
wealth, in ſuch way as other Penalties and 
Foxfeitures are to be pꝛoſecuted on behalt of the 
Common wealth; This Act to have continu⸗ 
ance from hencefozth foꝛ the ſpace of one year 
and no longer,

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P20vided always, That what Charges oz 
Expence extraozdinary any High Sheriff ſhall 
be put unto by reaſon of this Act, the ſame ſhall 
be allowed unto him upon his Accompt in the 


Publique Exchequer. 
Paſſed the Eleventh of Fuly, 1650. 
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An Act to Prohibit all Commerce and Traffique between England 
and Scotland, and enjoyning the departure of Scots out 
of this Commonwealth. 


Hereas the Parliament and Kingdom 
V V of Scotland have by their late perfidt- 


ous and Hoſtile Pnvaſion under their 

late Duke Hamilton, and other their manifold 
Y2actices and Deſigns really evidenced to be 
ſtill continued agatnſt this State, bzoken and 
annulled the ſolemn League and Treaties 
made betwirt them and this Nation; and 
thereby, and by a Wilkul rejection of all peace- 
able Overtures fo: a fitting Accommodation 
of Differences, after their manp tnſufferable 
Wꝛongs and Pꝛovocations, Have rendzed it 
Juſt and Neceſſary foz this Commonwealth 
to ſend an Army into that Kingdom, which ts 
done acco2dingly, fo2 the Reaſons, and to the 
Ends in the late Declaration of this pꝛeſent 
Parliament upon their Armies march, pub- 
uſhed and expꝛeſled; which although all the 
People of this Commonwealth ought to take 
due notice, and in oꝛder to the ſucceeding of 
that neceſſary Expeditton, are obliged to con- 
kozm their Actions thereto, and fo2bear all 
ſupply and intercourſe of and with that Coun- 
try of Scotland, Whileſt in Enmity with this 
Commonwealth: Yet to take off all pꝛetence 
of Ignoꝛance of their Duties from all perſons 
concerned 
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concerned herein; and that they may the better 
underſtand the danger of their Neglects, Be it 
Enacted, Oꝛdained and Declared by this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Parliament, and by the Authozity of the 
ſame , That all and every perſon oz perſons 
within this Commonwealth, oz the Domini⸗ 
ons thereof, that ſhall from and after the Fifth 
day of Auguſt, One thouſand ſix hundꝛed and 
fifty, uſe, hold oꝛ maintain any Cozreſpondence 
o Intelligence with any perſon o2 perſons of 
the Scotiſh Nation reſiding tn Scotland, with- 
out the Licenſe, Allowance oz Appꝛobation of 
the Parliament, the Councel of State, oz the 
Toꝛd General, oꝛ with any other perſon oz per- 
ſons of the ſaid Scotiſh oꝛ any other Nation, 
whom they ſhall know to adhere to the Scottſh 
Nation in this War againlt the Parliament, 
without ſuch Licenſe, Allowance oꝛ Appꝛoba⸗ 
tion as afozeſaid; oꝛ ſhall abet, aſſiſt, counte- 
nance oꝛ encourage the ſaid Scotiſh Nation, oz 
any other perſon oꝛ perſons adhering to them 
in their War againſt the Parliament and 
Commonwealth of England; oz ſhall go oz ſend, 
o2 cauſe to be ſent oꝛ conveyed, any Men, 
Moneys, Hozle , Arms, Ammunition, o: 
other Furniture of War, Plate, Goods 02 
Merchandtzes, oꝛ other Supply whatſoever in- 
to Scotland, 02 Any Poꝛts oz places thereof, oz 
to any Poꝛt, place oz perſon under their Power, 
oꝛ in Confederacy with them againſt this Na- 
tion, without the ſpecial leave oz licenſe of the 
Parliament of England, 02 Councel of State 
appointed by their Authozity, oꝛ of the Captain 
General of the Parliaments Faqzces as afoze- 
ſaid; All and every ſuchperſon and perſons ſo 
offending, ſhall be Adjudged as Tayto:s to 
this Commonwealth, and ſhall undergo all 


Pains, 
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Pains, Penalties and Foꝛkeitures, as incaſe of 
high Treaſon; the ſame Offences to be enqut- 
red of, Tryed, Judged and Determined by the 
Commilsioners of the High Court of Juſtice 
lately Eſtabliſhed, tn luch maner and foꝛm as 
other Offences already referred to the Power 
and Cogntzance of that Court, are to be heard, 
tryed and determined. And be it further En- 
acted and O2dained by Authozity afozeſaid, 
That all and every perſon oz perſons of the 
Scotiſh Nation, that ſhall remain oz be within 
the Cities of London oz Weſtminſter, oꝛ late Lines 
of Communication, oz Weekly Bills of Moꝛ⸗ 
tality , that (hall not be licenſed o2 permitted 
to reſide within the Commonwealth of Eng- 
land, by the Parliament, Councel of State, oz 
by the ſaid Captain General, oz by ſuch perſon 
oꝛ perſons as (hall be thereunto authoꝛtzed and 
appointed by the Parliament oz Councel of 
State to give and grant ſuch Licenſes, which 
the laid Councel of State are hereby authozt- 
3ed and appointed to do: All ſuch perſon and 
perſons of the Scotiſh Nation as aboveſatd, 
not licenſed as aboveſatd, ſhall and are hereby 
required and commanded to depart foꝛth of the 
ſaid Cities, Lines of Communication , and 
places within the Weekly Bills of Moꝛtalitp, 
at oꝛ befoze the Tenth day of Auguſt, in the year 
One thouſand fix hundzed and fifty : And the 
ſaid perſons , and all and every other perſon 
and perſons of the Scotiſh Nation, not being 
licenſed as is aboveſatd, ſhall, and are hereby 
required and commanded to depart foꝛth and 
out of the Limits of the Commonwealth of 
England, at 02 befoze the Firſt day of September, 
in the year One thouſandfix hundꝛed and fifty, 
And be it further Enacted and Declared by Au- 
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thozity of this pꝛeſent Parliament, That all 
and every perſon and perſons of the Scotich 
Nation, not licenſed as aboveſaid, that ſhall 
be Within this CommonWealth of England, af- 
ter the ſaid Firſt of September, One thouſand 
ſix hundꝛed and fifty, (hall be adjudged, deemed 
and taken as Trayto2s and Enemies to this 
Commonwealth, and to be pꝛoceeded againſt 
by the ſaid Commilsioners of the High Court 
of Juſtice, And it ſhall and may be lawful foz 
all Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Majozs, 
Bapliffs, and all other Officers of this Com⸗ 
monwealth, to appꝛehend and take all ſuch per⸗ 
ſons , and to commit ſuch perſon oz perſons ſo 
offending as aboveſaid, to ſome common- Goal, 
in ſuch county oꝛ city where ſuch perſon oz per- 
ſons as aboveſaid ſhall beſo taken, and to cer- 
tile the ſame, and all Examinations taken fo

An Act againſt ſeveral Atheiſtical, Blaſpemous and Execrable 
Opinions Derogatory to the Honor of God, and de- 
ſtructive to Humane Society. 


He Parliament holding it to be their Du⸗ 

ty, by all good ways and means to pꝛo⸗ 
pagate the Goſpel in this Common⸗ 
wealth, To advance Religion in all Sinceritp, 
Godlineſs and Honeſty; Have made _ 
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God; oz to be 
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Oꝛdinances and Laws fo2 the good and fur⸗ 
therance of Refo2zmation , in Doctrine and 
Maners, and in oꝛder to the luppꝛelsing of 
P2zdphaneneſs, Wickedneſs, . Superſtition. and 
Fozmality, that God may be truly glozt<- 
ed, and all might in well-doing be encouraged; 
But not withſtanding this their care, finding ta 
their great grief and aſtoniſhment, that there 
are divers men and women who have lately dif- 
covered themſelves td be moſt monſtruous in 
their Opinions, and looſe in all wicked and a- 
bominable Pꝛactices hereafter mentioned, not 
onely to the notozious coꝛrupting and diſo:der- 
ing, but even to the diſſolution of all Humane

An Act for relief of Religious and Peaceable People from the Rigor 
of former Acts of Parliament in Matters of Religion. 


He Parliament of England taking into 
conſideration ſeveral Acts made in the 
times of fozmer Kings and Queens of 
this Nation, againſt Recuſants not coming to 
Church, enj9yning the uſe of Common⸗Pꝛap⸗ 
er, The keeping and obſerving of Holy-days, 
and ſome other particulars touching Matters 
of Religion; And finding, That by the ſatd 
Act divers Religious and Peaceable People, 
Well affected to the proſperity of the Common- 
Wealth, Have not onely been moleſted and im⸗ 
pꝛiſoned, but alſo bzought into danger of Ab- 
juring their Countrey, oꝛ in caſe of Return, to 
luffer Death as Felons, to the great difquiet, 
and utter ruine of ſuch good and godly People, 
ano to the detriment ok the CommonWeatth, 
Do Enact, and be it Enacted by this pꝛeſent 
Parltament, and by Authozity of the ſame, 
That ali and every the Bzanches , —_— 
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Articles and Pꝛoviſo s expꝛeſſed and contained 
in the enſutng Acts ok Parliament; viz. In 
the Act of the Firſt of Elizabeth, Entituled, An 
Act for Uniformity of Prayer, and Adminiſttation of 
Szcraments ; And in an Act of the Thirty fifth 
of Elizabeth, Entituled, An Act for puniſhing: of 
perſons obſtinately refuſing to come to Church, and 
erſwadiag others to impugn the Queens Authority in 
Ecdefiaſtical Cauſes, And all and eviry the 
Baanches , Clauſes, Articles and P20viſo's 
tontained in an Act of Parltament of the 
Twentp third of Elizabeth, Entituled, An Act 
tot retaining the Queens Subjects in their due Obedi- 
ence, Hereafter expꝛelled; Be ic allo further Enacted 
by the Authority atorclaid, That ęvery perſon above 
the-Age of Sixteen years, which ſhall not repair to 
ſome Church, Chappel, or uſual place of Common- 
Prayer, but forbear the lame, contrary to the Tenor of 
a Statute made in the firſt year of her Majeſties Reign 
for Uniformity of Common Prayer, aad being there- 
of lawfully convicted, ſhall fp:teic co che Queens Ma- 
jeſty tor every Moneth, after the end of chis Seſsion of 
Parli ment, which he 0: the {hall fo torbear, Twenty 
pounds of lawtul Engliſh. Money; and that over and 
befides the ſaid Forfeitures, every perlon ſo forbearing 
by the ſpace of Twelve Moneths as aforeſaid, ſhall for 
his or her obſtinacy, after Certificate thereof in wri- 
ting made iato the Court, commonly called The Kings 
Bench, By che Ordinary of the Dioceſs, a Juſtice of 
Afsizeand Goal-Delivery, or a Juſtice of Peace of the 
County where ſuch Offender ſhall dye}l, or be bound 
with two ſufficient Sureties, in the Sum of Two 
hundred pounds at the leaſt to the Good Behavior, 
and foro countinue bound, until ſuch time as che perſons 
lo bound de conform themſelves and come to the 
Church, according tothe true meaning of the faid 
Statute made in the ſaid Firſt year of the Queens yr 
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jeſties Reign: And be it further Enacted, That if any 

erſon or perſons, Body - politique or Corporate, after 
the Feaſt of Pentecoft next coming, ſhall keep or main- 
tain any School-Maſter , which ſhall not repair to 
Church as is aforeſaid, or be allowed by the Biſhop or 
Ordinaty of the Dioceſs where ſuch School-Mafter ſhall 
be ſo kept, ſhall forfeit and loſe for every Moneth fo 
keeping him, Ten pounds: Provided, That no ſuch 
Ordinary or their Miniſters ſhall cake any thing for the 
ſaid Allowance : And ſuch School-Maſter or Teacher 
pteſuming to teach contrary to this Act, and being 
thereof lawfully convict, ſhall be diſabled to be a 
Teacher of Youth, and ſhall ſuffer Impriſonment with- 
out Bail or Mainprize for one year: And be it like- 
wiſe Enacted, That all and every Offences againſt this 
Act, or againſt the Acts of che Firſt, Fifth or Thirteenth 
years of her Majeſties Reign, touching acknowledging 
of her Majeſties Supreme Government in Cauſes Ec- 
cleſiaſtical, or other Matters touching the Service of 
God, or coming to Church, or Eſtibliſhment of true 
Religion in this Realm, ſhall and may be enquireable 
as well before Juſtices of Peace, or other Juſtices 
named in the ſame Sratutes, within one year and a day 
after every ſuch Offente committed, Any thing in this 
Act, or in any other Act to the contrary notwithſtand- 
ing. And all and every the Bꝛanches, Clauſes, 
Articles and P2oviſo's expꝛeſſed and contained 
ta any other Act oꝛ Oꝛdinante of Parliament, 
whereby oꝛ wherein any penalty oꝛ puniſhment 
is impoſed, oꝛ mentioned to be tmpoſed on any 
perſon whatſoever, foz not repairing to their 
reſpcctive Parill Churches, oz foz not keep- 
ing of Holy days, oꝛ fo2 not hearing Common. 
P2ayer, 02 fo2 ſpeaking 02 inveighing againſt 
the Book of Common⸗Pꝛaper, (hall be, and 
are by the Authozity afozefaid wholip Repealed 
and made void. And it is allo hereby Enacted 
and 
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and Declared, That all p:oceedings had oz 
made by vertue of any the Clauſes, Bꝛanches 
02 Articles mentioned and contained in any of 
the afozeſaid Acts and hereby Repealed, againſt 
any ſuch perſon o2 perſons as afozeſaid, ſhall 
be fully and Wholly ſuperſeded, made void and 
Null. Pꝛobided, That this Act, noꝛ any thing 
therein contained, (hail extend to the taking 
away of any Act oz Oꝛdinance made by this 
pꝛeſent Parliament, concerning The due Obſer- 
vation of the Lords day, Days of Publique Thankſ- 
giving and Humiliation. And to the end that no 
pꝛophane oꝛ licentious perſons map take occa- 
ſion by the Repealing ok the ſaid Laws (in⸗ 
tended onely foꝛ Relief of pious and peaceable 
minded people from the Kigoꝛ of them) to neg⸗ 
lect the perkoꝛmance of Religious Duties, Be 
it further Enacted by the Authoztty afozeſaid, 
That all and every perſon and perſons within 
this Commonwealth and the Territozies 
thereof , ſhall. (having no reaſonable excuſe fo2 
their abſence) upon every Lo2ds-day, Days of 
publique Thankſgiving and Humiltatton, di⸗ 
ligently reſoꝛt to ſome publique place where the 
Service and Wozſhip of God is exerciſed, oz 
ſhalt be pꝛelent at ſome other place in the pꝛa⸗ 
ctice of ſome Religious Duty, either of Pꝛap⸗ 
er, Pzeaching, Reading oz Expounding the 
Scriptures, 02 conferring upon the ſame. And 
be it further Declared by the Authoztty afoze- 
ſaid, That every perſon and perſons that ſhall 
not diligently perfozm the Duties afozeſard, 
accoꝛding to the true meaning hereof (not ha- 
ving reaſonable excuſe to the contrary) ſhall be 
deemed and taken to be Offenders againſt this 
Law, and ſhal be pꝛoceeded againſt accoꝛdingly.

many of them, their Appꝛentices and Ser⸗ 
vants, to be Liſted koꝛ the Service of the Par- 
liament, and to be tn a readineſs to be dzawn 
out upon actual Service, fo2 the ſafety of the 
Parliament, and pzeſervation of the publique 
Peace; and to fozm themſelves into Regt-

be Liſted to ſerve as Soldters, Andto the end 
the ſaid perſons may the mo2e ſpeedily be re- 
lfeved and indempniſied accoꝛding to the true 
intent and meaning of this Act, Be it further 
Enacted by the Authozitp afozeſaid, That the 
Commiſstoners foꝛ the Milicia in the reſpective 
Counties, Cities and places of this Common- 
wealth, Be, and are Hereby conſtituted and 
authozized to be Commiſstoners foꝛ the relief 
of all ſuch perſons in the caſes afo:zeſatd; which 
ſaid Commiſstoners oz any th:ce 02 mote of 
them, are herebp authoꝛtzed and required to re- 
ceiwe, hear aud determine all ſuch complaints; 
and in ozder thereunto, to ſummon Parties 
and Witnelles to appear befoze them, and to 
examine Witneſſes upon Oath; and to a 
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to ſafe cuſtody , if they ſhall ſee cauſe, ſuch per- 
ſons as (hall ſtand out tn contempt; and to al- 
low Coſts, Charges and Damages to the Par- 
ties greived, as they ſhall ſee cauſe : P2ovided 
the lame exceed not double ſo much as the party 
grieved ſhall be damnified by any Suit, P20- 
lecution 02 Moleſtation in the caſe afozeſatd, 
and to compel payment of the ſame by Impꝛi⸗ 
ſonment of the perſon , oꝛ ſale of the Goods of 
ſuch perſons as ſtand in contempt; and further 
to act in the caſes afozeſaid, as fully and amply 
as the Committee of Parliament foz In⸗ 
dempnity are authoꝛtzed to do in caſes of In- 


dempnity, 
Paſſed the Ninetcenth of September, 1650, 
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An Act Prohibiting Trade with the Barbads's, Virginia, 
Bermudas and Antego. 


Hereas in Virginia, and in the Iſlands 
V of Barbada's, Antego, St. Chriſtophers, 
Mevias, Mounſirat, Bermuda's, and divers 


other Illands and places in America, there hath 
been and are Colonies and Plantations, which 
were planted at the coſt, and ſetled by the peo- 
ple, and by Authoztty of this Nation, which 
are and ought to be ſuboꝛdinate to, and depend⸗ 
ant upon England, and hath ever fince the 
planting thereof been, and ought to be ſubject 
to ſuch Laws, Oꝛders and Regulations as 
are oz (hall be made by the Parliament of 
England: And whereas divers acts of Rebel- 
lion Have been committed by many perſons in- 
habiting in Barbadas, Antego , Bermuda's and 
Virginia, whereby they Have moſt Traptepouſip, 
by Foꝛce and Subtilty, Uſurped a Power of 
Government, and ſetzed the Eſtates of _ 
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well-affected perſons into their hands, and 
baniſhed others, and Have ſet up th:mſelves in 
oppoſition to, and diſtinct from this State and 
Commonwealth; many of the chief Actoꝛs in, 
and P:omoters of theſe Rebeliions, having 
been tranſpoꝛted and carried over to the ſaid 
Plantations in Fozeign Ships, without leave, 
licenſe oꝛ conſent of the Parliament of England: 
Lhe Parliament of England taking the pꝛe⸗ 
miles into conſideration, and finding them⸗ 
ſelves obliged to uſe all ſpeedy, lawful and juſt 
means fo: the ſuppꝛeſsion of the laid Rebellion 
in the laid Plantations, and reducing the ſame 
to Fidelity and due Obedience, ſo as all peace⸗ 
able and well affected people, who have been 
robbed, ſpoiled, inipꝛiſoned 92 bantſhed through 
the ſaid Trealonable pꝛactices, may be reſtoꝛed 
to the freedom of their perſons, and poſſeſsions 
of their own Lands and G596ds, and due 
punichment inflicted upon the ſaid Delin⸗ 
quents, Do Declare all and every the ſaid per⸗ 
ſons in Barbada's, Antego, Bermud.'s and Virginia, 
that have contrived, abetted, aided oz aſsiſted 
thoſe Ho2rid Kebellions, o2 Have ſince wüling⸗ 
ly joyned With them, to be Noto2ions Robbers 
and Lrayto:s, and ſach as by the Law of 
Nations are not to be permitted any maner of 
Commerce 02 Lraffique with any people what- 
ſoe ver; And do koꝛbid to all maner of perſons, 
koꝛeigners and others, all maner of Commerce, 
Traktique and Coꝛreſpondency whatloever, to 
be uſed 62 held with the ſatd Rebels in the Bar- 
bada's, Bermuda's, Virginia and Antego, 02 either of 
them. And be it Enacted by this pꝛeſent Par. 
liament, and by the Authozity of the ſame , 
That after due publication of this Act made, 


to the end that none may juſtly pꝛetend Igno⸗ 
EI rance, 
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rance, Jtſhalland may be lawful to any the 
Fleet 02 Ships lent foꝛth oꝛ imploped by the 
Parliament, oz any p2ivate Men of War oz 
Ships to be allowed oz appꝛo bed in that be- 
half by the immediate Power of Parliament,

houſes and Shops, without bzinging of the 
ſame into common and publique Markets; Be 
it Enacted by this p:eſent Parliament, and by 
Authoꝛity thereof, That from and after the 
Twentieth day of November, One thouſand fir 
hundꝛed and fifty, no maner of perſon directly 
oz tndirectly , by Himſelf oꝛ others, ſhall buy 
any Wheat oz other Gꝛain, with intent to put 
the ſame to ſale in Meal, Flower, oꝛ other wiſe, 
but ſuch one iy who ſhall to that purpoſe obtain 
a Licenſe, granted in the open Selstions — the

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Peace, and ſigned and Sealed with the pꝛoper 
Hands and Seals of five oz moze Juſtices of 
the Peace then ſitting, fo2 ſuch City, County 
oꝛ place where ſuch ſale ſhall be made, upon 
pain and foꝛfeiture of treble the value of the 
ſaid Gꝛain oꝛ Meal, and two Moneths Þmpzt- 
ſonment, without Bail oz Mainpꝛize. And be 
it further Enacted by the Authoꝛity afozeſatd,

dom of Scotland, Having by their late pert- 

dious Invaſion, in the year One thouſand 
ſix hundꝛed foꝛty eight, and other their Injuri⸗ 
ous Pꝛactiſes and Deſigns againſt this State 
and Commonwealth, Annulled the Teague 
and Treaties made betwixt them and this Na- 
tion, and thereby have rendꝛed it juſt and ne⸗ 
teſſary foz this Commonwealth to ſend an Ar- 
my into that Kingdom, which is now done ac⸗ 
toꝛdingly; and koz that by the Law of $:a- 
tions, no alsiſtance ought to be affoꝛded to any 
Enemy to ſuppoꝛt them in ſo unjuſt a Cauſe as

ment, and the Authozity thereof, That from 
and after the Firſt day of December, One thou- 
ſand fix hundꝛed fifty one, and from thencckoꝛ⸗ 
wards, No Goods o2 Commodities whatſo⸗ 
ever, of the Gzowth, P2oduction oz Manu- 
facture of Aſia, Aff ica 02 America, 02 of any part 
thereof; oꝛ of any Jſlands belonging to them 
oꝛ any of them, oꝛ which are deſcribed oz laid 
down in the uſual Maps o2 Cards of thoſe 
places, as well of the Engliſh Plantations as

oꝛ dead in the laid Service, Be it Oꝛdained by 
the Lo2ds and Commons in this pꝛelent Par- 
liament aſſembled, That from and after the 
Feaſt of Eaſter laſt paſt befoze the date Hereof, 
every Pariſh within this Realmof England and 
Dominion of Wales, (hall be charged weekly to 
the payment of ſuch Sumof Money as fo:mer- 
iy they have been rated at by vertue of a Sta- 
tute of the Three and kfoꝛtieth year of Queen 
Elizabeth; Cap.tertio, conterning the Relief of

Tythes and other ſuch Duties, according to the Laws 
and Cuſtom of the Real, ſo às to recover thetr 
B bb Lythes 
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Tythes and other Duties by vertue thereof, 


and in what maner Juſtices of Peace ought to 
pꝛoceed upon the ſame, The Lo2ds and Com- 
mons aſſembled in Parliament, foz pzevention 
of all ſuch Doubts and Scruples, do Declare, 
That every Miniſter put, oꝛ which ſhall be put 
into any Parſonage, Rectozy, Uicarage oz Ec-

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Parliament and people of England, did uſe all 
ways and means to dzaw unto Himſelf a party 
to aſſiſt him, and otd, contrary to the end foz 
which he was entruſted, take upoa Him to con- 
fer upon and give Titles of Honoz, Dignities 
and Pꝛecedencies, by Patents oꝛ otherwile, unto 
ſuch perſons as he thought were oz might be 
Ser viceable to him in the woꝛk he did intend to 
put in Execution: Now to the end that no per⸗ 
{ons ſhould pꝛeſume to aſſume unto themſelves 
any Titles, Honoꝛs, Dignities oꝛ Advantage,
